Numeiri Tells Young Sudan.

KHARTOUM, The Sudan, May 
24° (AP),—President Gaafar Nu- 
metri of the Sudan, who ousted 
his Soviet mijitary advisers and 
some Soviet Embassy personnel 
last week, today told U.S. An 
bassador to the UN Andrew 
Young his nation is “in need of 
military equipment.” 

“As a friend of the United 
States we don't receive anything 
from the United States.” Presi- 
dent Numeiri complained at a 
news conference after a one-hour 
meeting with Mr. Young, “and 
we are hoping to receive some 
support from the United Sta 

Mr. Young's reply reflected the 
Carter administration's reluc- 
tance to get involved in an arms 
race with the Russians in Africa. 

He stressed that more than 
half the time of the Sudanese 
Army is used to help economic 
development across this vast and 
roadiess nation, and he said it 
was for this purpose that the 
United States had agreed to seil 
President Numeiri six ©-130 cargo 
planes several months ago. 

“I would say that kind of 
equipment and defense is quite 
reasonable,” Mr. Young said. 

“What we need for our army ts 
defensive weapons,” Gen. Νι:- 
meiri said. “We have no intention 
of making aggression—we have 
enough land and all the coun- 
tries around us have more prob- 
Jems than’ we.” 

-Gen, Numeiri's break with the 
Soviet Union and his appeals for 
support from the West reflected 
his concern with the rapid bufld- 
‘up of Soviet influence in neigh- 
boring Ethiopia and _ hostility 
from the radical government of 
Libya to the north. 

The Sudanese haye been openly 
helping Eritrean guerrillas firhi- 
ing for the independence of their 
northern province from .

Whites Leaving 
Rhodesia Rise 


Fourfold in Year 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia, May 34 
tUPD.—The number of whites 
leaving Rhodesia in the first four 
months of this year more than 
quadrupled compared to figures 
for the same period last year, 
tie monthly digest of statistics 
showed today. 

During April, 438 whites came 
into the country and 1472 left, 
resulting in a net loss of 1,034, 
according to the digest. This 
4s the highest monthiy loss since 
December, when the figure was 
1,158. 

The latest figures brought the 
net loss of whites for January 
to April to $578 compared with 
889 for the same four months 
last year. 

The exodus is attributed by the 
government ‘primarily to the 
present political and economic 
Uncertainty in Rhodesia, coupled 
with the escalating guerrilla war.

An analysis of this “unexpress- 
ed” portion of the genetic mate- 
rial is one of the immediate aims 
of the research, 


The genetic material from rat 

cells was transplanted into com- 
mon bacteria called escherichia 
coli, which have been so modified 
that they are believed to be in- 
capable of surviving outside the 
laboratory, 
. This is considered important. 
Escherichia coli—usuelly known 
as E. coli—are normal inhabitants 
of the human intestine. Critics 
of gene splicing experiments have 
expressed fears that such’ bacteria 
might escape from the laboratory 
and cause harm to humans or 
animals because of the foreign 
genes they contain. 

In the long run, some scientists 
think it might prove possible to 
insert genetic information for 
normal insulin production and 
reguiation directly into cells of 
diabetes patients using this 
method to cure the disease. 
While this might conceivably be 
a future application of the re- 
search, it is ab present considered 
beyond scientists’ capabilities.

Leyland Bribe Story Draws 


Commons AttackbyCallaghan 


LONDON, May 24 (Reuters!.-- 
Prime Minister James Callaghan 
today denounced the Daily Mail 
for the newspaper's publication 
last week of allegations that the 


State-owned Leyland Motor Corp. 
has paid huge bribes io secure 


sales abroad. 


Speaking in Parhament, the 
Labor party's leader accused the 
tabloid of a “contemptible dis- 
play of political spite’ and he 
said the affair had “reduced 
journalism to a Jower fevel than 
ZT can remember for many years.” 


The Daily Mail published Thurs- 
day what it said was “the amaz- 
ing truth about Britain's state- 
owned carmakers.” It allesed that 
Leyland was engaged in a “world- 
wide web of bribery” in a des- 
Pperate bid to clinch sales. 

Editor Accused 

But Mr. Calleghan accused 
Daily Mail editor David English 
of “trying to smear the Labor 
government and bring down a 
nationalized industry.” 

Meanwhile, a Leyland executive 
and his wife appeared in court 
here today, charged with forging 
a letter used by the newspaper 
as part of its evidence for the 
story. 


The executive, financial expert 


Graham Barton, 34, and his wife, 
Fatima, 32, were ordered heid 
for another court appearance 
next Tuesday, He has admitted 
the forgery, but has continued to 
insist that Leyland pays bribes 
abroad. 


The Daily Mail is the defen- 
dent in a defamation suit 
brought by “Lord Ryder, chair- 
Man of the National Enterprise 
Board, an agency set up by the 
government in 1975 to guide 
Britain's industrial recover. It 
holds a 95-per-cent stake in Ley- 
land. 

The Letter Involved 

As 2 part of its allegations, the 
Daly Mail published a letter 
purporting to be from Lord Ryder 
to Leyland and referring to 
“special account arrangements.” 
Tt is this letter that Mr. Barton 
has admitted forging. 

The Press Council, a body of 
educators, businessmen and 
Journalists which serves as a 
watchdog on the press but has 
no legal powers. announced 
earlier today that it was launch- 
ing an immediate inquiry into 
the Daily Mail story.

They 
have denied that any payments 
which may have been made 
would be illegal! under British 
Jaw. 
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Fruits of Force 


For the second time. South Moluccan ter- 
torists pave struck at their hosts. the Dutch. 
in an effort ta senure independence for their 
people from Indonesia. half a world away. 
It wonld be easy to say that this 15 one of 


the costs of imperialism. one of the debts 
owed by the Netherlands atter four cen- 
turies of mingled rule and trade with the 
Spice Islands. But the clichés of imperial- 
ism have been abused in recent decades, It 
would be wrong even to apply them to the 
Indonesians who have hung on to the South 
Moluccans after winning their own inde- 
pendence from the Netherlands. 


Consider Menahem Begin. who speaks of 
liberating a land that was lost in the dias- 
pora. so many centuries ago. Consider 
what India faces in terms of diverse lan- 
guages. cultures and feligions. and how 
much more difficult that case would be if 
au attempt were made to restructure the 
Jand after Arran. Rajput. Mongol and Sikh 
invasions, that Palimpsest of Conquest which 
history has inflicted on the subcontinent. 
And even in the United States. wnere efforts 
are belatedly belng made to restore treaty 
rights to the Indfans. it could be difficult 
to separate. say. the rights of the Iroquois 
tribes from their Algonquin rivals. while. 
Mexico would have its own problems in piec- 


ing out which tribes owned what before the 
Aztecs took over—to be succeeded by the 
conquistadores. 

Europe is ἃ patchwork of old victories and 
defeats that still leaves Breton fighting 
Frank; Gael, Anglo-Saxon: Alpine Austrian 
battling Italian. 

None of this ean be construed into an 
argument for white Rhodesian rule over 
black Zimbabwean. or Boer over Bantu. But 
it does imply that the assertion of minority 
or majority rights by force has its own weak- 
nesses: that the United States might have 
won freedom from Britain by force—as An- 
drew Young pointed out in South Africa— 
but still the North had later to fight the 
South to abolish black slavery and the fate 
οὗ the native American implies a burden of 
guilt for an otherwise free country that has 
every right to be proud of its conduct. 

In sum, force can mean good or il. and 
usually both: conquest can be inspired oF 
greed. religious or ideological enthusiasm. 
But the payment must still eventually be 
paid, whether by the subjects of the Czar of 
All the Russias or of the Caliph-Sultan of 
the Ottoman Empire; by the victors of 8 
crusade or a frankly land-grabbing venture. 
And those who would reverse such processes 
must always be aware that the same means 
can involve the same grim results. 


Selling Weapons Abroad 


President Carter took up last week the 
ther menace to arms control—the one that 
the United States creates when it ships 
weapons into. let us say, the Gulf, Govern- 
ments have always recognized the extreme 
danger in the nuclear balance among the 
Superpowers. But until this year Americans 
behaved as though their vigorous salesman- 
ship of such old-hat weaponry as combat 
ajreraft. missiles and tanks were merely nor- 
mal commerce. Mr. Carter, to his great 
Credit. has changed that. 

From now on. he said. this country will 
Tegard arms sales as an “exceptional” in- 
strument of foreign policy. In the past. these 
sales went forward routinely unless they 
positively damaged U.S. interests, Now the 
reverse is to be the rule: The sales won't go 
torward without evidence that they positively 
contribute to our national interest. 

The President's statement doesn’t end the 
issue. It’s only the beginning. A large part 
of this country’s enormous arms exports go 
to customers like our NATO alles, who buy 
cautiously. Some go to Israel under long- 
standing commitments. The trouble arises 
with countries like Iran and Saudi Arabia, 
They are rivais, their oll revenues bring them 
great Wealth. and neither country has 
enough trained people to operate the highly 
sophisticated military equipment that they 
are buying. 

President Nixon laid down a series of bad 
precedents five years ago when he began 
using large-scale shipments of these weapons 
to butter up the oil states. It started with 
the Shah of Iran. It got worse two years 


later, when the end of the Arab oil embargo 
was closely followed by arms contracts be- 
tween the Saudis and the United States. The 
Nixon and Ford administrations tried to 
justify this by citing the importance of the 
oil 

But the importance of the oil is precisely 
the reason for starting to scale down the 
arms traffic. It is creating a massive con- 
centration of extremely powerful armaments 
in an underdeveloped region, on the stability 
of wnich—by bad iuck—the prosperity of 
most of the world now depends. Mr, Carter 
will be pressed by 8 variety of sheilkhs and 
monarchs. But above all the Iranians. to 
keep demonstrating his regard for them. and 
his usefulness to them, by continuing to 
deliver the supersonic fighters. the guided 
rockets. the radars and armored cars. It's 
not always going to be easy to say no. 

Mr. Carter has set out a number of excep- 
tions in his statement and left himself 
plenty of room to maneuver. There won't 
be any immediate cutoff: the Carter admin- 
istration has already approved nearly $5 bil- 
lion worth of new arms sales. But the Pres- 
ident has firmly committed himself to a re- 
duction in the sales, and more attention to 
their cumulative effects. In the past, these 
Shipments have rolled mindlessly forward. 
accompanied by official assurances that each 
case was being judged on its own merits. 
Unfortunately the past five years’ Gulf sales. 
taken together. are piling up more than 
enough tinder to ignite one gigantic con~ 
flagration. 
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The Singlaub Affair 


Who did President Carter think he was— 
Harry Truman? And who did he think Maj. 
Gen. John K. Singlaub was—General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur? That's what it 
looked like. briefly, and that is also. one had 
the impression. the way the White House 
wanted it to look. There was the angry. 
resolute President summarily recalling the 
insubordinate General from his Far Eastern 
duties to a face-to-face confrontation In the 
Oval Office and sternly dismissing him from 
his post. There also were the suitably por- 
sentous. not-for-attribution elaborations 
from White House aides. The President. it 
was said, was determined to defend civilian 
suptemacy over the armed forces against 
challenge by dissenting officers, And he 
was fearful. it was further explained. that 
the North Koreans might underestimate the 
American commitment to South Korea and 
undervalue the will and the capacity of the 
South Koreans to defend themselves—ali on 
the strength of Gen. Singlaub’s publicly 
stated estimation that if the United States 
proceeds with its plans for a pnased with- 
drawal of its ground forces from South 
Korea, “it will lead to war.” 

Well. to take up the matter of North 
Korean miscalculation, we suppose it's pos- 
sible. but only in the sense that anything 
ds possible. For it is hard to believe that 
the North Koreans would make decisions on 
anything as important as an attack on 
South Korea on the basis of the indiscretions 
of ore middie-level American general. Our 
own view is that North Korean policymakers 


are quite capable of taking their own mea- 
sure of South Korean capabilities, And their 
treading of American resolve in this matter 
is going ta be largely influenced in the com- 
ing yeats by the firmness with which this 
country conveys its continuing commitment 
to South Korea. and by the deterrent effect 
of the U.S. air and naval forces that will still 
be on the scene, 

There remains the principle at stake. hav- 
ing to do with civilian primacy in national- 
defense matters and with the need to en- 
force strict military discipline. And here, 
we would concede, Mr. Carter had a prob- 
lem. His Korean-withdrawal plan was a 
firm campaign promise. its execution had 
been thoroughly debated in administration 
councils. and a high-level American delega- 
tion was about to leave for Seoul to work 
out the details with the South Koreans. Gen. 
Singlaub's timing could hardJy have been 
Worse. But his challenge to duly constituied 
authority and presidential policy was not of 
the order of the chajlenge by Douglas 
MacArthur, who operated in systematic de- 
fiance of his commander-in-chief and raised 
in the sharpest terms. at home and abroad, 
the question of who was in charge. This was 
8 case Of ἃ well-decorated combat officer of 
no Intellectual pretensions, past his peak 
and destined only for retirement, making 
some irresponsible remarks. It required at- 
tention—by the Pentagon, we would have 
thought. High White House drama served 
only to give it far more significance and 
substance than it deserved.

Fo Appease U.S. Irritation 


Eastern States, Third World Assailed by ILO 


By John A. Calleott 


GEREVA, May 24 (OPL).—The 
International Labor Organization, 
from which the United States 
threatens to withdraw because of 
Gouble standerds, has taken 
Communist and Third World 
counirles to task for violating 
some of its most important con- 
ventions. 

The Soviet Union, in partien- 
lar, has been criticized for using 
the law to restrict trade union 
Tights. 

Former Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger served notice on 
the ILO in Norember. 1975. that 
the United States would with- 
draw unless the labor agency 
stopped applying double stan- 
dards. constantly attacking West- 
ern nations. but few others. 

Uniess President Carter decides 
otherwise, the U.S. withdrawal 
will take effect in November. 
This would jeopardize the ILO's 
Viability, since Washington pays 
® quarter of the organization's 
budget. 

Officials at the ILO, a United 
Nations specialized agency. hope 
that a report on violations br 
Communist and Third World na- 
tions issued last year and an 
even stronger one which has 
appeared now will prompt Wash- 
ington to change its mind. 

This year’s 300-page report by 
the 18-member Committee of 
Experts on the Application of 
Conventions and Recommenda- 
tions assails the Communist states 
of Zastern Europe and about 30 
African and Latin American 
countries for violating the rights 
of workers. 

Two Communist members of 
the committee. Arnold Gubinski 
of Poland and Grigory Tunkin 
of the Soviet Union, disassociat- 
ed themselves from the comments 
regardiug Eastern Europe.

Gecasionally you might run 
into somebody who had been 
planned, like Washington D.c, 
These planned 
people were the 
Products of plane 
ned parenthood. 
Their parents 
had sat down 
with = architects. 
The architects 
had shown them 
blueprints of 
beautiful fami- 
lies in which all 
the siblings would 
be as neatly 
spaced as the oaus on a Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

Later, when the siblings were 
all precisely spaced in their 
aSsigned spots on the calendar 
they were very much like people 
whoa had just happened, | except 
for a tendency to think of them- 
selves as siblings. Where the old 
kings had hated their brothers 
nd sisters as rivals for the 
throne and hired thugs to dispose 
of them, these people hired psy- 
chologists to dispel their sibling 
rivalries. 

In view of children’s natural 
disposition to frustrate parents, 
we can also look for a big boom 
in sex-change surgery, particu- 
larly during the adolescent years 
of the planned generation.

If you are in this pickle nowa- 
dass—as most people are—there’s 
net much to do about it but 
blame God or fate. In the new 
dispensation, parents will have re- 
placed these invulnerable objects 
of man's disenchantment. 

I think the person in this 
example is going to make a very 
loud fuss about parents being to 
blame for the mess the world is 
im And I think a lot of lawyers 
who are suing doctors 18 hours a 
day. and @ lot of doctors who 
are extracting Jawyers' gail 
bladders until midnight, are 
going to start listening to him 
and that the lawyers are going 
to statt asking why they have 
to stand around in musty old 
courtrooms aij their lives, and 
the doctors are going to start 
asking why ther have to spend 
their lives up to the elbows in 
jodine. and that everybody is 
going to say. “It’s parents who 
made this mess." 

Many persons say this new, of 
course, but without real convic- 
tion, knowing the joker is really 
God or fate or something equally 
impervious to a kick in the 
pants. When parents become 
God or fate, they will get to 
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ARIS (aT —at a time when Oxford 
dons were national celebrities—carica- 


less prenossessing than W.A. Spooner, for 
more than 60 years 2 member of New Col- 
Jege and its warden from 1903-"04, 

Tiny and literally colorless (18 was an 
albino), Spooner was in his own definition 
only “a moderately useful man” Yet he 
remains one of the tiny company whose 
surnames have given a word to the English 
language: sandwich, boycott, ‘wellingtons, 
cardigan, bowdlerize, lynch. 

Spooner became a noun through his 
errors: The dictionary defines ἃ spoonerism 


sounds of words, usually by accident. as in 
‘our queer old dean’ for ‘our dear oid 
queen.”* ‘There are those who maintain 
that Spooner never uttered his famous slips, 
but evidence suggests that be did and that 
he lived in dread of saying what he refer- 
red to as “another of those things.” 

Sir William Hayter, a diplomat and him 
self a former Warden of New College, has 
just written a biography, “Spooner” (WL 
‘Allen, Londen), in which he is sympa- 
thetic and even praising of what someone 
else called this “shrimp-like creature.” 
When Spooner was elected warden (there 
Were no other candidates), New College 
had produced no distinguished men be- 
tween the Middle Ages and the isth cen- 

tury, @ long haul even by Oxford stan- 
dards: “Spooner,” says Sir William, “found 
New College a small. closed society, an 
anomaly, and almost a scandal; when he 
retired, it had become one of the leading 
colleges in the university.” 

Spooner remains an elusive subject al- 
though Sir William had access to his 

“diaries (with gaps of as long as 17 years) 
and to his unpublished autobiography, in 
which Spooner neglected, for example, to 
say where he was born. Typical unrevised 
Spooner, says Sir William. “is diffuse, 
repetitive and linble to wander from the 
point.” 

Spooner seems to have been moderate to 
the point of being lukewarm, though of 
exemplary probity. During World: War I 
he had the courage to insist that ἃ plaque 
be raised to German,.as well as to Allied, 
members of the college who had fallen in 
battle ("They. too,, are members of the 
college and they, too, have given their 
lives for the country”). By 1892, he was 
celebrated, according to a newspaper 
profile, for his siips of the tongue and his 
habit. although an excellent host, “of 
prowling about a guest and peering at him 
until he had made up his mind abont his 
identity.” He was known as the Spoo and, 
because his absent-mindedmess was so 
bewildering and wide-ranging, it was al- 

ways assumed that he knew better then 


tured, quoted, endlessly disputed—few were’ 


as “the transposition of initial or other .

anyone what was really going on, T.S. 
Mathews, who went up to New College in 
1992, described him as “the most feared 
man in New College, the Man everyone 
scuttled from .. . a little aged albino who 
blinked and smiled and ruled his roost.” 

Spooner's remark to a former student, 
‘Was it you or your brother who was killed 
in the war?” is most likely apocryphal 
but not uncharacteristic. It is probably 
true that he said to a young archaeologist 
named Casson, “Do come to dinner tonight 
to meet our new Fellow, Casson.” "But 
Warden, I am Casson.” said Casson, to 
which Spooner replied, “Never mind, come 
ali the same.” 


Never Mentioned 


But his originality lay not im absent- 
minded professor pronouncements, but in 
metaphasis, the transposition of sounds (as 
when he referred to a hymn as Kinquering 
Kongs!, which Spooner unwittingly elabo- 
Tated into transpositions of words and 
ideas.

In his very long life, Spooner published 
only two books, one of which helped his 
election to the Athenaeum club. In ‘1881 
he wrote im his diary, “Every now and 
then a great yearning to be clever and 
famous comes over me but I know in my 
heart that I haven't got % in me.” 

He became famous, ‘of course, but not 
in the way he had hoped: Rather than 
ὃν great scholar or churchman, Spooner 
became ἃ great character, famous for such 
occasions as the day when, walking with 
δ᾽ ceiend a Moree Oxted, he mesa lady.
